SEYNE-LES-ALPES, France A black box recov- 
ered from the scene and pulverized pieces of 
debris strewn across Alpine mountainsides 
could hold clues to what caused a budget air- 
liner to take an unexplained eight-minute dive 
Tuesday midway through a flight from Spain 
to Germany, apparently killing all 150 people 
on board. 

The victims included two babies, two op- 
era singers and 16 German high school stu- 
dents and their teachers returning from an 
exchange trip to Spain. It was the deadliest 
crash in France in decades. 

The Airbus A320 operated by German- 
wings, a budget subsidiary of Lufthansa, was 
less than an hour from landing in Duesseldorf 
ona flight from Barcelona when it went into a 
rapid descent. The pilots sent out no distress 
call and had lost radio contact with their con- 
trol center, France’s aviation authority said. 

While investigators searched through de- 
bris from Flight 9525 on steep slopes, families 
across Europe reeled with shock and grief. 
Sobbing relatives at both airports were led 
away by airport workers and crisis counselors.

of the families and friends is immeasurable,” 
German Foreign Minister Frank-Walter Stein- 
meier said after being flown over the crash 
scene. “We must now stand together. We are 
united in our great grief.” 

It took investigators hours to reach the site, 
led by mountain guides to the craggy ravine 
in the southern French Alps, not far from the 
Italian border and the French Riviera. 

A helicopter crew that landed briefly in the 
area saw no signs of life, French officials said. 

“Everything is pulverized. The largest

pieces of debris are the size of a small car. No 
one can access the site from the ground,” Gil- 
bert Sauvan, president of the general council, 
Alpes-de-Haute-Provence, said. 

The White House and the airline chief said 
there was no sign that terrorism was involved, 
and German Chancellor Angela Merkel urged 
reporters not to speculate on the cause. 

Lufthansa Vice President Heike Birlenbach 
told reporters in Barcelona that for now “we 
say it is an accident.” 

Search operations were suspended over- 


night and were to resume at daybreak, though 
about 10 gendarmes remained in the desolate 
ravine to guard the crash site, authorities said. 

French Interior Minister Bernard Caze- 
neuve said a black box had been located at the 
crash site and “will be immediately investigat- 
ed.” He did not say whether it was the flight 
data recorder or the cockpit voice recorder. 

The two devices should provide investiga- 
tors with a second-by-second timeline of the 
plane’s flight. 

Germanwings is low-cost carrier owned 
by Lufthansa, Germany’s biggest airline, and 
serves mostly European destinations. Tues- 
day’s crash was its first involving passenger 
deaths since it began operating in 2002. 

“This is pretty much the worst thing you 
can imagine,” said Bodo Klimpel, mayor of 
the German town of Haltern, wracked with 
sorrow after losing the 16 tenth graders and 
their two teachers. 

Authorities said they were among 67 Ger- 
mans believed to be on the flight. 

Germanwings said 144 passengers and six 
crew members were on board, including many 
Spaniards, two Australians and one person each 
from the Netherlands, Turkey and Denmark.

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O’Hare Blue Line crash, one year later

The CTA said it will rebuild a damaged escala- 
tor at the O’Hare station in the spring, a year 
after a Blue Line train crash injured more than 
30 riders and destroyed the escalator. 

At about 2:49 a.m. March 24, 2014, a Blue 
Line train traveling 26 miles per hour jumped 
the tracks and hit an escalator connected to 
the platform, according to the National Trans- 
portation Safety Board, a federal agency that 
studies the cause of transportation accidents. 

Thirty-two riders and train operator 
Brittney Haywood were sent to the hospital 
after the crash, which caused about $9.1 mil- 
lion in damage and sparked multiple lawsuits, 
according to the NTSB. Haywood, now 26, 
admitted to investigators she fell asleep as the 
train entered the station. 

Haywood, who was fired after the crash, de- 
clined a RedEye request for an interview, say- 
ing in a Facebook message Tuesday, “This is not 
a celebration this is humiliating to the fullest. 
I’m out here struggling to make [it] and yet I 
have everyone hunting me down like this is fun 
and games like there’s a story to be told. All I 
want is to be free!!! Have a nice day.” 

After the crash, the CTA lowered the speed 
limit of trains approaching the O’Hare station 
from 25 miles per hour to 15 miles per hour, 
lowered the speed limit to 10 miles per hour as 
trains approach the platform and moved the 
fixed trip stops that manually stop a train if 
needed farther back to provide more stopping 
distance, CTA spokesman Brian Steele said. 

As part of an investigation into the O’Hare 
collision, the Federal Transit Administration is- 
sued an alert in June to all US. rail agencies to 
test their systems to make sure there is adequate 
stopping distance in situations where the emer- 
gency brakes are used. Investigators found that 
in the O’Hare crash, the automated braking sys- 
tem activated but failed to stop the train.

In the station, work on the escalator is ex- 
pected to begin in the spring and be done by 
year’s end, said Steele, who did not provide an 
estimated cost to replace the escalator. 

The CTA also made changes to employee 
scheduling in the wake of the crash, Steele said. 
Haywood was working her third consecutive 
night shift and had worked nearly 60 hours 
over the previous seven days, according to the 
NTSB report. 

“The changes create some of the most strin- 
gent guidelines among US. transit agencies, 
and demonstrate the CTA’s ongoing commit- 
ment to safety,” Steele said in a statement. 

Since the crash, at least 10 people have sued 


the CTA, according to news reports. 

Bridget Duignan, an attorney with the Lath- 
erow Law Office, a Chicago personal injury law 
firm, said she represents four riders who were 
on the Blue Line train at the time of the crash. 

On Tuesday, she said the CTA recently asked 
her for settlement demands. Duignan said she 
still is calculating the figure she will give to the 
CTA for settlement. 

“Generally, their physical injuries are start- 
ing to heal,” Duignan told RedEye. “The emo- 
tional impact that the crash has had on my 
clients at least is going to take a little longer to 
heal but they’re getting back to their normal 
lives.”

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Rauner budget slashes drug, alcohol treatment funds 


State could see 20 percent 
reduction in substance 
abuse treatment funding

Substance abuse treatment funding would be 
reduced by 20 percent under Gov. Rauner’s 
budget proposal—a cut his administration 
says is necessary because of the state’s dire 
financial picture but a move critics say could 
cost Illinois more money in the long run. 
State funding for addiction treatment pro- 
grams is projected to be about $124 million in 
fiscal year 2015; Rauner’s proposal for fiscal 
year 2016 would cut that to about $99 million.

“You've got an alarming heroin epidemic 
right now, [and] prescription drug overdoses,” 
she said. “It makes no sense why you would 
not prioritize funding these services.” 

If Rauner’s budget proposal is passed, 
about 7,800 fewer people across the state will 
be able to access substance abuse care, ac- 
cording to the I[linois Alcoholism and Drug 
Dependence Association. 

Howe said treatment programs that receive 
state funds can be a “safety net” for lower-in- 
come people with substance problems. 

“They won’t have anywhere else to go that 
will take them,” she said. 

Anemailed statement from Rauner spokes- 
woman Catherine Kelly said the state’s fiscal 
situation necessitates funding cuts.

and irresponsible budgeting, Governor Raun- 
er was faced with a $6 billion deficit and had 
to make some difficult choices,” according to a 
statement Kelly emailed RedEye. “His budget 
prioritizes funding to the most vulnerable.” 

Joel Johnson, president of the Human Re- 
sources Development Institute, which pro- 
vides mental health and drug addiction treat- 
ment, said he knows the state is in dire budget 
straits, but said cutting treatment for addicts 
isn’t the answer. 

“Can the state continue to operate in debt? 
The answer is no,” he said. “But in the same 
regard, where are you going to make these 
cuts? ... I think that we serve a population of 
poor, lower socioeconomic levels and other- 
wise disenfranchised ... [who] are oftentimes 
the last ones people think about.” 


Johnson said if the new funding cuts go 
through, it will mean reducing his organiza- 
tion’s capacity to provide outpatient treat- 
ment as well as residential treatment. 

“You can’t do more with less,” he said. “You 
do less with less.” 

Howe argued that cutting treatment for 
funding actually may cost the state more 
money in the long run, since addicts who 
aren't helped might end up in jails and emer- 
gency rooms—which can be more expensive 
than treatment. 

“It’s not as if by wiping those dollars out, 
the state doesn’t have to pay for it,” she said. 
“They do. They'll just have to pay for them 10, 
15 times fold.” 

Kelly said that many people who need treat- 
ment for addictions are covered under the

In recent months, 
the topics of do- 
mestic violence and 
sexual assault have 
become just as com- 
mon to football fans 
as touchdowns and 


rushing yards. 
On Tuesday, the 
Bears signed free 
agent defensive tack- 
le Ray McDonald. 
Even though he has 
not faced charges, 
McDonald has been 
arrested on suspicion of domestic violence 
and is under investigation in a separate sexual 
assault case. 

No one doubts McDonald’s ability to play 
football. However, a team coming off one of 
the worst seasons in its history might have 
been better served in taking a pass. 

Bears general manager Ryan Pace rational- 
ized the decision. 

“Some of the obvious things right off the 
bat is that we have coaches who have been 
with Ray for four years in Vic [Fangio] and 
Ed [Donatell],” Pace told reporters of the 
Bears’ defensive coordinator and defensive 
backs coach, respectively. “So I think that 
really helped us through this process. We’ve 
talked about it for a long time now. So this 
was a thorough and well-discussed decision.” 

I hope Pace is prepared for an early-morn- 
ing phone call if McDonald reverts to alleged 
past behavior while in Chicago. 

Some might justify McDonald’s signing 
by saying “he wasn’t charged” and “that was 
in the past.” Let’s not be “fan dumb” here. 
Just because someone isn’t charged with a 
crime does not mean he or she is absolved of 
responsibility. 

Ask Blackhawks legend Bobby Hull,

who has been haunted by domestic vio- 
lence allegations for decades. Or you can 
visit the Cook County Domestic Violence 
Courthouse at 555 W. Harrison St. There are 
visiting hours, believe it or not. Think about 
that—a building in our city designated for 
domestic violence cases. That should make 
us sick to our stomachs. 

I’m aware most sports fans don’t want to 
hear this, but the personal lives of the players 
they root for are officially fair game. Remem- 
ber, the recently traded Brandon Marshall 
had a past before he played for the Bears. 

Bears fan or not, I think we all can agree 
the only place McDonald should be a 
“monster” is on the field. Having said that, 

I truly hope he has worked out his possible 
problems. Not only for himself or his newest 
employer, but for his family. 

After all, I’d rather him conquer his de- 
mons than beat Green Bay.

It seems like working with Common was 

a fairly transformative experience for you. 

What did you take away from working with 

him? 

I learned about expectations in music, and 
I learned about where you come from and 
what you can become. A lot of people don’t 
know Common comes from the exact 
same background I do, if not worse. And 
he’s the voice of Microsoft now. It shows 
me I can be something one day if I really 
apply myself. You’re not defined by your 
current situation. 


Rather, the Long Beach, Calif-born rap- 
per, who landed a pair of scene-stealing guest 
features on Common’s latest, “Nobody’s Smil- 
ing,” fills his 2014 Def Jam debut “Hell Can 
Wait” with street-level tales as cold and unfor- 
giving as city pavement— qualities not usually 
associated with a person who giddily admits 
to binge-watching the first season of “Digi- 


mon.” 


The attention to detail in your songs is 
fairly astonishing. Do you view yourself as 
a documentarian of sorts? 

I guess that’s a good word to describe it. I 
feel like one thing that lacks in music—es- 
pecially in urban music—is a real explana- 
tion of the scenery. A lot of people might 
not understand why certain things happen 
in certain environments, and I feel like

You once said “nobody is hard 24/7.”

You've stated in other interviews that the 
purpose of your music is to make people feel 
uncomfortable.

The music should be a reflection of what 
you're speaking on. If you’re making music 
about being in love, then it should make 
people feel like they’re in love and bring that 
feeling into their heart.

middle school, Hanna Brictson saved her babysitting money to help 
pay her way through student workshops hosted by River North 
Dance Chicago, a well-known contemporary dance company. “I re- 


member having my ‘Dear Diary moment, and being like, ‘I’m going to dance for 


River North some day, this is my dream!’ ” said Brictson, 29, who grew up in west- 


suburban Elgin and now lives in Wicker Park. 


Brictson turned that dream into reality and 
climbed the ranks from student to apprentice 
to company member to rehearsal assistant. 
This spring, she can add another credit to that 
list: choreographer. “Beast,” a 17-minute-long 
work for River North’s six female dancers— 
herself included—is on the program along 
with four other pieces on Saturday as a part of 
the Auditorium Theatre of Roosevelt Univer- 
sity’s “Made in Chicago” performance series. 
(It’s also the finale to the company’s 25th an- 
niversary season.) We talked to Brictson about 
dancing in her own work and why, contrary to 
what you were taught about theater etiquette, 
she loves a rowdy audience.

Her mission, as she chose to accept it: Last 
year, River North artistic director Frank 
Chaves called Brictson with the offer to 
choreograph a piece for the company’s female 
dancers. “I’ve become his helper when he’s 
creating pieces now that he’s in a wheelchair,” 
said Brictson, who also serves as rehearsal 


assistant for the company. “I think he’s 
recognized that I have an itch to make things 
up. ... [but] I was in total shock.” Chaves gave 
Brictson some direction for the mood of her 
work. “There may be a certain type of dance 
that is missing in our rep, and for us, it’s kind 
of a kick-ass women’s piece,” Brictson said. “A 
piece that shows some guts. So that pushed 
me in a direction that really spoke to me.” 


Why she called the piece ‘Beast’: “[The dance] 
is a look into a woman. If you could see what 
is ticking inside a woman who is showing you 
how vulnerable she can be ... she’s showing the 
beast in her that we all have but maybe don’t 
let out all the time,” Brictson said. “When 
people are doing a really hard workout, you 
would call it ‘beast mode.’ And so, for me what 
happens —and this is in a physical manner, 

but it can be emotional or mental—it’s when 
you are pushing to that point where you may 
have to scream, you may have to throw up, 
you may have to cry, you may have to like 
blank your mind out, you may have do like any

extreme to get to the place you want to be,” 
she said. “So that’s what these girls are doing. 
{I hope] it may inspire [the audience} to push 
themselves to that place and to feel that same 
gratification of knowing that they have more 
than they think they do.” 


How she chose her soloist: Brictson said 

she knew from the start that she wanted to 
feature company member Hayley Meier with 
asolo in “Beast.” “I’ve just always been a fan of 


her dancing. ... | wanted to [put] that light on 
her, that shining moment to kind of see what 
she would do with it, because I know how 
talented she is.” 


Why stunt doubles are key: An apprentice 
stood in for Brictson, one of six dancers in the 
piece, during the rehearsal process so that she 
could see what the piece would look like from 
the director’s chair. “I don’t think I would 
have been able to create it otherwise, because 
there would always be a missing piece.” 


Why all the dancers have floor burns: “I live 
for physicality,” Brictson said. “[‘Beast’ has} 
alot of jumps and we do a lot of running and 
sliding on the floor. ... Ifyou see baseball 
players sliding into home plate, we’re basically 
trying to do that.” 


Why she loves a rowdy audience: “People 
usually come to dance shows and think they 
have to clap quietly. ... It’s OK to hoot and 
holler; we kind of love that. We’re dancing to 
a black hole. ... so when we actually hear more 
than your average hum of clapping, it gets us 
pumped and we love it.” 


Why Spotify is her savior: “I’m a super Spotify 
fan. I use [it] for everything,” said Brictson, 
who credits the music-streaming service for 
leading her to three out of the four songs used 
for “Beast” (the fourth came courtesy of her 
sister, also a dancer).

Lena Dunham, HBO 
bring ‘Eloise’ to life

“I am Eloise. I am six. I am a city child. I live 
at the Plaza.” 

So begins the iconic 1955 children’s story 
“Eloise,” written by Kay Thompson and drawn 
by Hilary Knight, whose title character is “not 
yet pretty but she is already a Person.” 

Although she didn’t grow up inside the Pla- 
za—just near it—these words meant a lot to 
Lena Dunham. She saw herself in Eloise, the 
free spirit who roamed the halls of a fancy ho- 
tel talking to adults and creating mischief. 

When Dunham turned 17, she begged her 
parents to let her get a tattoo of Eloise. Rough- 
ly a decade later, Knight heard that the tattoo 
was clearly visible in the actress’ not infrequent 
nude scenes on her HBO show, “Girls.” 

The octogenarian artist signed a book for her 
and wrote her a letter, asking whether she'd like 
to join him for Indian food. “To know a smart, 
sassy fan who obviously understands this child 
is a thrill for me,” he said in the 2013 letter. 

Upon receipt of the package, Dunham burst 
into tears and promptly called Knight to set up 


their dinner date. Soon, she found herself in his 
cramped Midtown Manhattan apartment, eat- 
ing fried okra with him on TV trays. After the 
meal she immediately told “Girls” showrunner 
Jenni Konner that Knight was “a remarkable 
person we need to document in some way.” 

Thus came to life “It’s Me, Hilary: The Man 
Who Drew Eloise,” a 40-minute documenta- 
ry that premiered Monday on HBO. The first 
project from Dunham and Konner’s A Casual 
Romance Productions explores the origins of 
“Eloise,” a co-creation of Thompson, a bubbly 
actress and singer in the 1940s, and Knight, 
who illustrated Broadway posters and more 
than 50 books. 

“And every time there'd be a lag, he’d say, 
‘Did HBO drop us?’ ” Dunham recalled. “Be- 
fore we met, he didn’t have any close friends 
who were young. To find out from me how 
much his work meant to me, it was like I’d said, 
‘Everyone likes your band?” 

Knight says he’s thrilled by the documen- 
tary. “It’s done a lot for me and my career,” he 
said. “It’s not over.”
